Civilian Conservation Corps 

The Civilian Conservation Corps (CCC) was a public worh^ 
relief program that operateci front 1933 to 1942 in the United 
States for unemployed, unmarried men front relief families, ages 
17-23. A part ofthe New Deal ofPresident Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, it provided unskilled manual laborjobs related to the^ 
conservation and developntent of naturai resources in rural lands 
owned by federai, state and locai governments. CCC hired 
250,000 unemployed young men to work on rural locai projects. 



Public Works Administration 

The Public Works Administration (PWA),part ofthe New Deal 
0/1933, was a largescale public works construction agency iru 
the United States headed by Secretary ofthe Interior Harold L. 
Ickes. It was created by the National Industriai Recovery Act iru 
June 1933 in response to the Great Depression. a public works 
construction agency. It built largescale public works such as 
dams, bridge s, hospitals, andschools. Itsgoals were to spend $3.3 
biìlion in the first year and $6 billion in ali, and to provider 
employment, stabilize purchasing power, and help revive the^ 
economy . In its 10 years of existence, the PWA worked with 
private companies to build 34,599 projects, including the Grand 
Coulee Dam in Washington state and the Lincoln Tunnel in New 
Tork City.

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National Industriai Recovery Act 

The National Industriai Recovery Act 0/1933 was an American, 
statute which authorized the President ofthe United States to 
regalate industry and permit cartels and monopolies in aru 
attempt to stimulate economie recovery; it also established a 
national public works program.
